INTRODUCTORY OBSERVATION. 


 _ THE diſeaſes which are denominated 
in Bengal, Pucka, Jungle, and Hill Fevers, 
and which appear to be the ſame diſorder, 
with ſome variation of local circumſtances, are 
eſteemed the 121 fatal Ar. of fever in that 
climate. 


It may be ſufficient to notice further, that 
the following caſes were taken down at one of 
{he moſt. healthy ſtations of the upper provinces, 
where the relapſes took place, under the ob- 
ſervation: and treatment of the compiler, to- 
wards the termination of the hot and com- 
mencement of the wet ſeaſons ; about twenty 
months e the ff attacks at 7 Chitterpoor.

4. B's account of his former Fungle Fever, 
communicated by himelf. 


H E firſt ſymptoms of my illneſs at 
Chitterpore (about 20 months ago) 
« were exactly fimilar to what I lately ex- 
« perienced at this place, viz. violent pains 
in my bones and loins, attended with a head- 
* ach—They began in the morning and con- 
* tinued till the day following, when I was 
© ſeized with a ſevere fit of the ague, which 
© laſted two hours; after this a fever follow- 
© ed, which did not abate for ſeveral hours, 
© and then went off but ſlowly, by means of 
a a gentle perſpiration; for though endeavours 
were uſed to bring on a free and profuſe 
_ © one, they failed of their effect. The firſt. 
© medicine I took was an emetic, which ope- 
rated with violence, but brought nothing off 
my ſtomach” that had the appearance of 
© bile, nor did any of the medicines, either of 
M2 the 
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the emetic or purgative kind, ever affect me 
in the manner I have heard others deſcribe, - 
8 that is, by diſcharging either upwards or 
i downwards great quantities of bile. I am 
= commonly in all caſes difficult to move by 
\| medicine; but, notwithſtanding this remark 
1 © is applicable to myſelf, yet I think it is im- 
{| poſſible to fay that phyſic, which apparent- 
* ly operates ſo little to the purpoſe at the 
* moment, does not ultimately obtain its end, ' 
though by a ſlower and leſs perceptible pro- 
« greſs. At leaſt, this, if one may judge by, 
the event of my recovery, muſt have been 
© the caſe with me. I got over the firſt 
* ague and fever towards the evening of the 
day on which I was attacked, and. I re- 
© marked it came on again the next day 
- nearly about the ſame hour, and the follow- 
* ing in like manner, after which it began to. 
« loſe ground. The fits were by no means fo. 
« ſtrong, and they began later, every day di- 
miniſhing in their force at each period, till 
at laſt they returned every two days only, 
* and then ſo flight as to have no other effect 
than that of keeping me in a ſtate of lan- 
guor and weakneſs. The pains in my bones. 
© had ceaſed altogether, but the head- ach had 
not intirely left me. I recollect that the 
a ſurgeon who attended me was averſe to an 
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« early uſe of the bark, being firſt deſirous of 


removing the fever and its cauſe. | To this 


* end he gave me powders in papers to be 


taken every four hours ; but I do not know 
their quality; and their effect in operating 


was ſo ſlight that I do not remember the 


nature of it. When I had got rid of the 
fever, I took the bark daily in pretty large 


quantities. I was frequently obliged to mix 


rhubarb with it to prevent its making me 
too coſtive. If I may be allowed to ſpeak 
from what I felt and experienced myſelf in 
taking the bark, I muſt confeſs I never 
could perceive that I ever once derived the 
ſmalleſt benefit from it; it never prevented 
the return of the fever with me, that-I can 
recollect. Having never had an ague and 


fever in my life before the above, and that 


bf being a pretty ſevere one, it gave my whole 


frame a conſiderable ſhock, and reduced me 
to ſo low a ſtate in point of ſtrength, that 
two months afterwards, when almoſt every 
ſymptom of the diſorder had left me, and 
my appetite returned with an unuſual de- 
* gree of force, I was ſcarcely able to walk 
a quarter of a mile at once without reſting ; 
however, this I got over too, and for about 
ſix weeks previous to leaving Chitter- 
pore, was what might be called com-

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| * pletely reſtored. | The only inconvenience 
| 2 I felt, and which I thought would wear off 
== © by degrees, was a flight feveriſh ſenſation 
about the full and change of the moon, 
and which generally went off as the in- - 
fluence of that planet ceaſed. In this re- 
covered ſtate I quitted Chitterpore, and as 
I had held out fo long without a relapſe, I 
entertained not the leaſt idea of being again 
regularly attacked; you may eaſily there- 
fore judge of my ſurprize, when I found 
myſelf again ſeized with the ague, and 
that too on the very firſt day of quitting 
Chitterpore, after having marched eleyen or 
twelve miles in high ſpirits, and (as 1 
thought) good health. I breakfaſted that 
morning as uſual, and kept well till about 
eleven o'clock, when I began to feel that 
kind of uncomfortable coldneſs which al- 
ways precedes an ague, I took ſome warm 
Madeira and water, went to bed, and about 
twelve the ſhaking fit came on with con- 
ſiderable violence. I took an emetic in 
ſmall quantities for ſeven or eight hours 
ſucceſſively before it operated; and then, 
as uſual, only water came off my ſtomach ; 
however it threw me into a perſpiration, 
which gave me eaſe. The next day I was 
s ſeized with leſs violence, and a little later,

and the day following ſtill ſlighter and 
later; after nich it Ay and in three 
days more I was fo far recovettd as to do 
my duty with the battalion. The firſt 
* day's attack was nearly about the time of 
© the moon's changing, and I recolle& that 
© after I had recovered, I remained in the 
* moſt perfect health till the period of the 
« enſuing full moon, when I was again taken 
© ill, but the fits were all flight, and it ſoon 
* degenerated into a kind of continued feveriſh 
© habit rather than ſtated returns; however, 
at the change, I experienced ſmall regular 
attacks of both ague and fever. From 
that time I began to mend, and to re- 
cover both my ſtrength and appetite, —I 
eſcaped the next full of the moon, but was 
annoyed at the change, and the fits were 
rather ſtrong. I recovered again, and, 
having miſſed the periods of the moon 
three or four times ſucceſſively, got fo far 
the better of it as to be able to do my 
duty. This career of good health laſted 
but a fortnight. The moon began once 
more to exert her unfavourable influence, 
and I had three or four very ſmart attacks 
* of both fever and ague. This was about 
* laſt April twelvemonth, ſince which I have 
experienced no return of what could be 
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« deemed a regular fit of either ague or fever, 


© It dwindled into a ſettled. feveriſh habit, 


c which continued. for ſeveral months con- 
« ſtantly-upon me, and the ſenſations were 
« generally ſtronger at the different periods 


of the moon, as above deſcribed. For

* to give you ſome idea of the progreſs of 
my illneſs from its commencement. - I am

I have been very deficient ; you muſt not, 


however, impute this to any negle& of 
* mine, but to the fact as it really happen- 
© ed, viz. my actually not having taken me- 
«© dicines either in ſuch quantities, or in ſo

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« affording much aſſiſtance. This, together 
with the movements of the battalion from 
place to place, prevented my being put un-

little medicine, ſometimes only what was 
barely requiſite to keep my body open. 


July 16th, 1790, 


June goth; 1790. A. B. a commiſſioned 
officer, about forty. years of age, was ſeized 
this morning with very violent pains in his 
head, loins, knee-joints and legs, attended 
with great reſtleſsneſs. About two O clock, 
P. M. he began to take a ſolution of an 
punce of ſalts and five grains of emetic tartar 


in a bottle full of water, a Madeira glaſs full 


every quarter of an hour. His pulſe was 
ſomewhat accelerated, and rather full; his 
{kin moiſt and cool. He has been in a pro- 
fuſe perſpiration.. 
July iſt. He was not moved by the me- 
dicine till one o'clock this morning, when 
he had taken nearly two bottles full of the 
ſolution. The pains, anxiety and. reſt, 
leſineſs did not leave him until the medi- 
eine began to operate downwards. He vomit-

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ed ſeveral times on firſt taking the medicine; 
but diſcharged nothing except watery mat- 
ters. He had no particular degree of thirſt 
erg but complains much of it to- 
Fe has frequent thin and yellow ſtools: 
it is obſervable that the e quantity 
of emetic tartar, as well as what he takes to- 
day, viz. three grains to a bottle full of the 
ſolution, a glaſs full every forty- five minutes, 
has had very little tendency to operate by 
vomit. He is free from all pain to-day; but 
feels a weight over his eye-brows and is very 
languid. He was afflicted, as nearly all the 
officers and native ſoldiers were, with the 
jungle fever at Ramghur; and has had — 
ne returns of it ſince. 
dd. He flept well laſt night, ni 
cCopjious diſcharge of yellow bile this morning 
early. His pulſe and ſkin are perfectly na- 
tural ; his tongue however is {till rather foul ; 
it became rather more foul after the operation 
of the firſt ſolution. All his pains have va- 
niſhed. —He is directed to continue the ſo- 
lution every hour. Evening. He has been 
ſubject to the piles ſince his fever at Ram- 
" ghur, and now feels great inconvenience 
from them. His ſpirits are much depreſſed, 
notwithſtanding all his ſymptoms have left

Laſt Quarter. | Yeſterday his foals 
were liquid and of a light yellow colour; but 
this morning they have been thick, brown and 
offenſive, a mixture of glare, mucus, bile and 
other ſordes, much vitiated. His piles have 
bled much this morning. He was much 
griped before the operation of the medicines. 
Ille is directed to take the ſolution. of 
emetic tartar with a little lime- juice in it, 
ſo as to promote the inteſtinal diſcharges 
during the day. —— Notwithſtanding the 
quantity of phyſic he has taken daily, and 
the conſequent large and frequent evacuations, 
particularly by ſtool, he acknowledges that 
he acquires ſtrength every day. |

© ſhould not again be moleſted, but on the 
* 15th May, being on a viſit here, the moon 
* brought my old enemy : the uſual remedies, 
© applied by myſelf. The next moon was 
* more civil, and only prefented me with 
a remembrance. On the 15th July, the day 
* after the arrival of the battalion here laſt 
. © year I received a moſt violent ſhock ; the 
© cold fit laſted almoſt the whole day. The

I have endeavoured, as well as my recollec- 
* tion will allow, todeſcribe the laſt Hill Fever. 
Many ſymptoms may have occurred of which 
* I could not be ſenſible, and remedies applied 
©'which I do not recollect. You have I believe 
ꝙat leaſt the outlines, from which your judg- 
ment may be able to draw the reſt.

July 1ſt, 1790—C. D. a commiſſioned 
C2 officer, 
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officer, applied for medical affiſtance, about 
| the 20th of April. He had been afflicted, 
like the others, with the Jungle Fever at 
Chitterpoor, about twenty months previous 
to that period ; and had never experienced a 
perfect enjoyment of health fince. In the 
Interval he ſeems to have ſuffered a gradual 
and © conſtant decay of embonpoint and 
ſtrength, with a conſiderable alteration in 
the colour of his countenance, frequent re- 
turns of fever, particularly at the lunar pe- 
riods, an obvious deficiency of bile, imper- 
fe& repoſe, flying pains, eſpecially in the 
- ſhoulder, heat and dryneſs in the palms of 
the hands, and great irregularity in the in- 
teſtinal evacuations. For theſe ſymp- 
_ toms, about the 2oth of April he was put 
under a courſe of calomel. Gentle but fre- 
quent exerciſe, early riſing, a ſpare diet, a 
total abſtinence from ſpirits, wine and malt 
liquors, and occaſional | laxatives were re- 
commended. The reſtrictions with reſpect 
to diet were not ſcrupulouſly obſerved. *

. notwithſtanding, the pains continued ſo 
< exquiſite that I really thought I could not 
. © ſarvive them. (I do not believe he gave me

his complexion, naturally dark, appeared very 
fallow:; his countenance meagre ; he alſo had 
been afflicted with the Jungle Fever, in the 
_ diſtrict of Ramghur, about twenty months 
before; for which he had taken large quan- 
tities of bark. During that courſe he fre- 
quently remained eight or. ten days without 
2 WEL any 


* 
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any conſiderable evacuation by ſtool. Since 
that period he had been ſubject to frequent 
returns of feveriſhneſs, particularly about the 
ſeveral periods of the moon. In general, he ex- 
perienced heat and thirſt every day, at one 
period or other of the twenty-four hours. 
On his application for afliſtance, on account of 
the dyſenteric ſymptoms, his diet was recom- 
mended to be chiefly if not entirely vegetable. 
This, however, was ſoon changed for a ſmall 
quantity of kid or fowl, and the farinacea, as 
he imagined the vegetables occafioned the 
fulneſs at ſtomach, which he generally ex- 
perienced after dinner. Several doſes of 
calomel and caſtor oil were exhibited, which 
ſoon carried off the ſymptoms of dyſentery, 
except occaſionally a little diſcharge of mu- 
cus. He was then put under a courſe of ca- 
lomel. He has now taken about fifty grains, 
in ſmall doſes. His ſtools have been lately 
more natural, and confiderably tinged with 
bile, in which they appeared very deficient 
formerly. He ſcarcely ever feels the ful- 
neſs now; nor has he for a long time ex- 
perienced any feveriſhneſs at the lunar pe- 
riods, or the daily heat and thirſt of which he 
formerly complained. Duringꝰ this courſe 
he has taken purges frequently, particularly 
before the lunar periods. He ſeems to have 


= eſcaped 
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eſcaped the influence of the laſt full moon, 
| which affected almoſt . every other patient 
afflicted with obſtructions, or what may be 
juſtly termed chronic fevers. He has had, for 
nearly twelve days, a numerous eruption of 
biles on his thigh and leg; which deprived 
him of ſleep, and gave great pain for ſeyeral 
days. In moſt of them much matter was 
formed and diſcharged. This affection dif- 
fered very little, if. at all, from that with 
which Mr. —— was afflicted three or four 
years ago, at nearly the ſame ſeaſon of the 
year.

nied by the debility, which is ſuppoſed cha- 
racteriſtic of the Ship Fever. A great foul- 
neſs of the tongue was alſo pretty general. 
The fick were very dirty in their clothes and. 
perſons. We had ſuppoſed, that theſe diſ- 
orders would diſappear rapidly on our de- 
parture from the Broken Ground ; but in 
this expectation we were much diſappointed, 
although the deck was frequently wathed, 
and the beams and planks alſo waſhed with 
warm vinegar. The weather was extremely 
favourable, and the ventilation between decks 
better than could have been expected. There 
was, however, a ſenſible alteration for the bet- 
ter, both in the number and violence of the 
fevers; but it was more gradual than we 
had hoped. The ſhip's complement was at 


this time too ſmall to-allow of many attend- 
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ants on the fick. The ſurgeon's ſervant was 
a perſon who had never acted in that capacity 
before. The ſurgeon's mate had been long 
ill of a fever, and could not of courſe yield 
his aſſiſtance. The ſurgeon was then, and 
had been long before, haraſſed with a fever, 
and the liver complaint. He could not, of 
courſe, give the ſick all the minute attention 
during the day, that was abſolutely requi- 
ſite; the account of the ſymptoms there- 
fore is very defective at this period. The 
ſick had no other fixed diet 8 rice, except 
their ſalt beef; but this and their drams, at 
the ſurgeon's inſtigation, were ordered to 
be ſtopped. To thoſe, who ſeemed moſt re- 
duced, an allowance of ſugar, wine, and ſago 
was ſerved out fer ſome days before our ar- 
rival at Madras; but few of them, it is be- 
lieved, had the means of getting this meſs 
properly cooked, as they had no other at- 
tendants than their meſs-mates, who did not 
afford them much aſſiſtance. Pains of any 
kind were not a frequent ſymptom of theſe 
fevers. The head indeed was much affected, 
but moſt frequently with weight and giddi- 
neſs ; the latter ſeemed moſt general. Sick- 
neſs and ſpontaneous vomiting were not 
uncommon. Bilious diſcharges both ways 
were TY: uſual, although fo had their eyes

or ſkin at all ſuffuſed with bile: Cold chm- 
my ſweats were frequent. The tongue was 
generally moiſt, though very foul; in ſome in- 
| ſtances however very black, dry and ſtiff, with 
a ſenſe of dryneſs and ſtiffneſs * the 
throat and ceſophagus. 


Great giddineſs, tremors, and ſenſes of 
weakneſs, were the moſt common ſymptoms. 
As theſe appeared to ſucceed the operation 
of Tome purgatives, which were exhibited at 
firſt; recourſe was afterwards had to the 
common practice of giving the bark in large 
. generally with opium. We had 

no powder of bark, and were obliged to uſe 
the decoction only, which was not probably 
always of the firſt ſtrength. Whether it 
was owing to the Veak preparation of the 
bark, or to the bark itſelf, may be doutful ; 
but the bark and opium did not appear on the 
whole to have been of much ſervice. If ever 
the bark proved ſerviceable in- fevers, this 
was the occaſion that ſeemed to demand 
its uſe in the moſt powerful form. Could 
the effect of the medicines have been properly 
watched, could the diet and every other 
circumſtance reſpecting the patient have 
been exactly regulated, a further reliance 
would certainly have been placed on the

in India; but in a ſituation, which was 
entirely new, the reſponſibility of a peculiar 
mode of treatment was too great. The 
bark had certainly not the faireſt poſſible 
trial; but the opium, which has by ſome 

people been extolled ſo much, was exhi- 
bited in vain in very conſiderable quantities. 
It is a queſtion, indeed, whether any mode of 
treatment could have proved ſucceſsful when 
there was room to ſuſpect, that on the ſlighteſt 


exemption from the worſt ſymptoms of the 
fever, the ſick indulged in ſalt proviſions and 
drams, - notwithſtanding - every - prohibition.

It was deemed Fully 
ſufficient for every uſeful purpoſe” to annex 
a table of the latitudes and longitudes, 
and of one month only of the thermometer.

was uncommon. The catarrhal ſymptoms, 
I believe, would have been denominated nex+ 
vous by the generality of the faculty. The 
great proſtration of ſtrength, as well as the 
affection of the ears, which attended from 
the commencement, and the giddineſs alla, 
afforded ſufficient grounds for ſuch a conjec- 
ture; but the nature of the diſcharges by 
ſtool proved the diſorder, at that early period 
at leaſt, to be principally bilious. The dy- 
ſentery indeed appeared to be 'the anly dife 
eaſe of any conſequence at that time; for the 
catarrhal ſymptoms, though they proved ul- 


timately ſo obſtinate as almoſt to form the

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nal evacuations, in the uſual time. Are we 
to preſume that theſe were only ſymptoms 
of the general diſorder, or a diſtinct diſeaſe 
exiſting at the ſame time with the other? 
If the former, it might be reaſonably ſuſpect- 
ed, that, as the cauſe of all the ſymptoms 


was the ſame, the ſame treatment, which 


removed the worſt, might, under certain 
modifications, prove ſerviceable in the cure 
of the others, or, in other words, in the 
entire removal of the cauſe and of the com- 
plaint. F ſhall not diſcuſs here the com- 


patibility of two general diſeaſes in the ſyſtem 


at one time, eſpecially where the nature of 
the one has generally been deemed very ad- 


verſe, if not directly contrary to the other. 


The moſt certain criterion of a bilious diſ- 
order is derived from the appearance of the 
evacuations from the bowels. In the pre- 
ſent inſtance they were obviouſly bilious: even 
at the time when he deſcribed them as wa- 
tery, it is moſt probable he truſted merely 
to the ſenſe of their liquidity, and had not 
ſubjected them to the examination of the 
eye. This is a very frequent error amongſt 
that claſs of patients, who will never take 
the trouble to inſpect their ſtools, unleſs they 


are ordered very particularly to obſerve them. 
It is verye certain nevertheleſs, that in the moſt 


bilious 
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bilious caſes, the laſt diſcharges produced by 
a full doſe of ſalts are either entirely watery, 
or tinged with a very little bile; yet the very 
next day an active purgative will afford 
unqueſtionable proofs of the exiſtence of a 
large accumulation in the bowels; and ſhould 
a practitioner be deterred from the further 
exhibition of purgatives by the watery ap- 
rance of thoſe evacuations, he muſt, T 
think, often be led into fatal errors. I have 
therefore to regret the omiſſion of N' 7 and 
N* 6 at the commencement of the rs 
caſe, as well as the exhibition of the opiate, 

N- 4, from which certainly. no benefit, but, 
poſſibly much miſchief, accrued, in the ſup- 
preſſion of the ſecretions and excretions, which 
afterwards proved to have much connection 
with the diſorder, if they were not in rea- 
lity the ſole cauſe of it. But it was deem- 
ed proper to attempt the excitement of a 
general ſweat (a favourite practice amongſt 
European phyſicians) by the preſcription, N- 4- 
As this indication was ſo ſtrongly recom- 
mended, I proſecuted it through the greater 
part of the. diſeaſe, at firſt repeating occa- 
fionally evacuations by the bowels ; afterwards 
with an entire reliance on it until it was 
acknowledged. to be of little conſec quence 
what mode of praftice 1 ſhould be purſued, as

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the patient could not poſſibly ſurvive. Then, 
and then only, it was deemed warrantable to 
attempt a made of treatment which would 
prabably have ſucceeded, had it been under- 
taken at an early period of the diſorder, 
The diſſection ſufficiently proves this. Dur- 
ing the whole courſe of the treatment by 
bark, wine, opium, &c. ſuſpicions of an af- 
fection of the liver, or of a bilious accumula- 
tion in the bowels; had been-entertained and 
declared. The opium, whoſe powers have 
been much praiſed in low nervous fever, as 
well as the wine, which has enjoyed a repu- 
tation of a much. older date, did not appear 
in the preſent inſtance to poſſeſs the leaſt 
activity in the removal of any one of the 
nervous ſymptoms. Nor did the extraordi- 
nary giddineſs, tendency to faint, or great 
proſtration of ſtrength, receive any benefit 
from the bark, wine, and opium, during 
the copious exhibition of which thoſe ſymp- 
toms encreaſed, until all hope of recovery 
vaniſhed. Other nervous medicines, as far 
as the medicine cheſt could furniſh, were ex- 
hibited equally in vain. The large putrid 
bilious diſcharges by ſtool, which occurred 
| after the calomel was given, to the laſt hour 
of the patients life, afford a ſufficient proof 
5 of the bilious namure: of the diſorder ; 2 the

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ſibility of doubt. The ſcurvy was at firſt 
ſuſpected, as in Mr. Crawford's caſes; but 
the perſect ſoundneſs of the gums, and the 
abſence of the moſt decided ſcorbutic ſymp- 
toms, removed every ſuſpicion. Perhaps it 
was unfortunate, that the reference was only 
made to Mr. Crawford's work. after the 
death of the patient. Under the ſanction of 
ſuch an authority, another method of cure 
would certainly have been adopted ſooner.” 
There are practitioners, who would have 
ſought, in the diſſection, for the cauſe or 
the effects of a diminiſhed energy of the 
brain” as the ſource of all the nervous ſymp- 
toms. We ventured to neglect the head alto- 
gether. The accumulation of bile in the 
gall bladder, which muſt have been of an 
old date, if the internal ſurface have any 
ſenſibility, may have been the immediate cauſe 
of many of the ſymptoms, and perhaps of 
the obſtinate thirſt. Vomits would have 
been particularly well adapted to the removal 
of this accumulation; and probably not ini- 
mical in the reſtoration of the liver to its 
proper ſize and office. The enlargement of 
the liver muſt be conſidered as the chief 
cauſe of the complaint, and would probably” 
have * to the early uſe of mercurial 
inunction.

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but whatever may be the cauſe of a dyſen-

If thoſe 
which certainly take place during the ex» 
hibition of mercury are allowed to accu» 
the bowels, much miſchief muſt unavoida- 
bly prove the reſult. A fever, perhaps a 
dyſentery, but certainly an exacerbation of 
all the previous ſymptoms muſt be the con- 
ſequence.

an enlargement of the liver may poſſibly be

The liver has indeed been 
miſtaken by different practitioners on different 
occaſions for almoſt every diſorder to which 
the human body is obnoxious ; not even to 
the exception of the lues venerea and the 
gout.
